The INPRINT incorporates leading 
edge biometric technology to safeguard your valuables. 
It is important that you take a few minutes to read this 
manual to ensure the proper function of your INPRINT. 
Also, to better serve you in the future, please complete 
and return the Warranty Registration Card to properly 
register your new INPRINT. 



WHAT IS BIOMETRICS? 

Biometrics is the recognition of physical characteristics 
of an individual. Examples are voice patterns, iris or reti- 
na differences, handwriting technique and of course 
fingerprints. It has been known for over 2000 years that 
an individual's fingerprint patterns are unique. Today, 
through the use of advanced electronics, fingerprint 
recognition has become a very secure, fast and eco- 
nomical means for determining a person's true identity. 
The INPRINT allows you to use these advanced biomet- 
ric technologies to allow only authorized users to access 
your valuables. 

The INPRINT operates by enrolling up to 16 authorized 
fingerprints into memory during a simple set-up process. 



Once these fingerprints are captured and encrypted, 
they can never be stolen from the system. 



To gain access, a finger is placed on the sensor. The 
sensor scans this fingerprint data and compares against 
the encrypted fingerprint data in memory. Based on the 
stored fingerprint information, the INPRINT accepts or 
rejects access quickly and accurately.

IMPORTANT DO'S AND DON'TS 

1 . Do Not lock the keys inside the INPRINT. 
Store them in another location for 
back-up purposes. 

2. Do not submerge the unit in water. The unit 
is water resistant, not water proof. 

3. DO store the safe in a location that is 
between 50F and 80F. Exposure to temper 
atures outside this range for extended periods 
can cause the sensor to have difficulty reading 
and enrolling fingerprints.. 

4. Do store the unit in a location with low 
humidity. Exposure to high humidity could 
cause the sensor to have problems reading 
and enrolling fingerprints.

GETTING 



1. COMPLETE AND RETURN THE 
REGISTRATION CARD. 

The serial number is located on the side of your 
INPRINT's carton. 

2. VERIFY THAT YOU HAVE ALL THE 
COMPONENTS INSIDE THE INPRINT CARTON.

IMPORTANT: 

You receive 2 keys with your INPRINT. These keys 
are an alternate means to open the INPRINT. DO 
NOT STORE THE KEYS IN THE SAFE. Store your 
keys in another secure location.

3. INSTALLING BATTERIES AND A/C 
ADAPTER. 

The INPRINT is powered by (8)-AA batteries (not includ- 
ed) or an optional A/C adapter. You may use one of 
these power supplies or both at the same time. If 
installing both, the batteries will act as a back-up power 
source to the A/C. 

You will need a phillips (Cross-head) screwdriver to 
install the batteries 



STEP ONE: 

Detach the rear panel by unscrewing the four screws 
securing it. (Illustration below) 

Open the INPRINT using a key and LEAVE THE DOOR 
OPEN 



CAUTION: STORE THE KEYS IN A SAFE LOCATION 
AWAY FROM THE INPRINT. DO NOT LOCK INSIDE 
THE INPRINT! 

If installing batteries, continue to STEP TWO, if not, skip 
to STEP THREE.

STEP TWO:BATTERIES 

Detach the two small screws holding the battery holder 
in place. (Illustration above) Correctly load the (8)- AA 
batteries in the battery holder. Reattach the battery holder. 

Once completed, the GREEN light will flicker faintly to 
indicate the batteries are working and the INPRINT has 
power. 

Change the batteries when the RED light illuminates 
indicating that battery power is low. 



STEP THREE: A/C POWER 

The A/C jack is located in the rear access area (illustra- 
tion above). Connect the A/C adapter to the A/C jack and 
plug the A/C adapter into an electrical outlet. Once com- 
pleted, all lights on the fingerprint guide will be off. 
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STEP FOUR: 

Reattach the rear plate (running the AC adapted cord 
through the hole in the rear plate if using A/C power). 
(Illustration below) 

Note: If power is disrupted to the INPRINT, your enrolled 
fingerprints remain stored. When power is returned, you 
will be able to access the contents as you would have 
before the loss of power.

4. CLEAR THE MEMORY 

The INPRINT incorporates an Administration Button for 

two purposes. (Illustration below) 

To clear all memory - "Press and Hold" 

To initiate the fingerprint enrollment sequence - 

"Press and release" 




SIDE OF UNIT 



To clear the INPRINT of all stored fingerprints, locate the 
Administration Button on the underside of the interior. 
Press and hold the button firmly until the RED, YELLOW 
and GREEN lights alternate rapidly on and off (approxi- 
mately 10 seconds). This indicates that the memory has 
been completely cleared and all fingerprints are erased. 
If the INPRINT door is now shut without an enrolled fin- 
gerprint, the only access is with the back-up keys. 

CAUTION: If the Administration Button is pushed and 
released too soon, the INPRINT will begin an enrollment 
sequence rather than clearing the memory. The enroll- 
ment sequence will fail and the RED, YELLOW and 
GREEN lights will alternate flashes. Wait until the lights 
stop, then repeat the procedure above to clear the mem- 
ory. 



5. ENROLL YOUR FINGERPRINT 

The enrollment process is extremely important. Please 
take your time and become very familiar with this 
process. 

To begin the enrollment process, locate the 
Administration Button on the underside of the interior. 
(Illustration page 11) This is the same button used to 
erase the memory in the last step but rather than holding 
the button you will press and release it. 

Press the button once (do not hold down), this will cause 
the GREEN light to begin flashing slowly indicating it is 
searching for a fingerprint to enroll. Spread your fingers 
out while placing a finger on the fingerprint sensor. 
(Illustration page 14) 

It is important that you: 

a) Do not slide the finger onto the sensor 

b) Place your finger inline with the guide to get the 
most fingerprint area on the sensor as possible 

c) Hold your finger still until the process is complete 
(approximately 10 seconds) 

d) Hold your finger as flat as possible with no angle 
to the surface of the sensor 

When the enrollment process is complete, the flashing 
GREEN light will turn solid for three seconds. This is the 
signal that the fingerprint was accepted. 



If the enrollment fails, the RED, YELLOW and GREEN 
lights will alternate on and off indicating the fingerprint 
was not accepted. If this occurs, repeat the above steps. 

Use this same procedure to enroll all fingerprints up to 
16 in total. After 16 fingerprints have been saved, the 
next fingerprint enrolled will replace the oldest saved 
fingerprint. You may erase all saved fingerprints and 
start over at any time. 




6. AUTHENTICATE YOUR FINGERPRINT AND 
USE THE INPRINT SYSTEM. 

To save battery power, the INPRINT uses a 
proximity sensor to "wake up" the fingerprint electronics 
(Illustration above) 

To avoid the door hitting your hand, keep all fingers on 
top of the unit. 



With the door closed, gently touch or pass over the 
yellow plastic area just in front of the fingerprint sensor 
(Illustration above). This will activate the proximity 
sensor and cause the GREEN light to flash indicating it 
is waiting to scan a fingerprint. 

Place the finger that you initially enrolled on the finger- 
print sensor exactly as it was enrolled. (Illustration) The 
unit will scan the finger and compare it against stored 
fingerprints. When a match occurs, the GREEN light will 
flash rapidly and the door will quickly open. 




MOST PROBLEMS OCCUR WHEN: 

a) The finger was not returned to the same 
position as when originally enrolled 

b) The finger was slid into place rather than 
pressed onto the sensor 

c) There was too much pressure at the front of 
the finger, use uniform pressure 

d) The finger was applied at too much of an 
angle to be read accurately 

e) The finger was applied too far forward 

f) The finger was extremely dry which is more 
difficult to read 
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It is important that you practice the sequence several 
times to make sure that you have the process correct. 
Once you have the positioning learned, the INPRINT will 
open quickly and consistently. 

7. LIGHT INDICATIONS 

Red/Yellow/Green Alternate Flashing: 

Memory cleared successfully or unsuccessful Enrollment 
Red Solid: Low battery power, replace batteries 
Yellow Solid: Low battery power with A/C power 
Green Slow Flashing: (after pressing Administration 
Button) Scanning for fingerprint for enrollment 
Green Flashing: (after touching the wake up 
sensor) Scanning for fingerprint to authenticate 
and open door 

Green Rapid Flashing: Successful authentication, 
door opening 

Green Faint Flashing: INPRINT has power 

8. BACK-UP KEYS 

If the unit becomes inoperable, you will need to use your 
keys to open the door. To access the contents of the safe 
using the key detach the back plate by unscrewing the 
four screws holding the back plate on. This will give you 
access to the lock. Insert the key into the lock and turn to 
release the door catch which will open the front door. 



9. CLEANING 

To clean the surface of the INPRINT use a mild 
soap and soft cloth. Avoid getting the sensor area 
wet. 

CAUTION: Products that contain ammonia or 
chlorine if sprayed on the fingerprint sensor could 
cause difficulties reading and enrolling fingerprints. 

To clean the sensor area, use a slightly damp, dust 
free cloth to wipe the sensor area. 

To clean the inside of the unit, remove the liner, 
vacuum and replace. 

10. MOUNTING 

Printed on the outside of the INPRINT box is a tem- 
plate to properly locate five mounting screws (not 
included) to secure the INPRINT. The screws 
should remain slightly above the mounting surface. 

Place the INPRINT so the screws go through the 
bottom of the INPRINT and locking plate. 

A locking plate is located inside the INPRINT at the 
base of the door opening (Illustration right). This 
plate, when pulled in an outward motion, clamps 
down on the screws. 



11. OPTIONAL FEATURES 

1 . Mounting Plate: A steel mounting plate 

with hardware may be purchased from 9g 
Products to mount the INPRINT where it is 
needed in the home, office, store, boat, 
recreational vehicle, truck or auto. 

2. AC Adapter: A wall plug AC adapter may be 
purchased from 9G to provide a constant 
power source without batteries.
